The Supreme 
Court of Georgia affirmed this action of the 
t, and held that provision of the 
. ‘be constitutional. From the 
Bupreme Court of Georgia, the case was 
Carried te the Supreme Court of the United 
States, and this Court, Justice S wayne“ de- 
livering the opinion, reverses the judgment 
of the Supreme Court of Georgia. 

The grounds of the opinion are not stated, 
but the Court must have held that portion 
va Relief Act to be unconstitutional and 

On the same day the Court also reversed 
the Supreme Court of Georgia in the case of 
Gapnvs Barry. We are informed that this 
case involved the constitutionality of the 
Homestead ‘Law of Georgia as applied to 
deb cogtracted before the Constitution of 
1868 was adopted.
